One of the most brilliant and successful of all forgeries. 
Charles Bertram, an Englishman living in Copen- 
hagen, conceived the idea of fabricating an imaginary 
Itinerary of Britain to impose on the credulity of 
Dr. William Stukeley. He carefully prepared the 
ground by a ten years’ correspondence with Stukeley, 
& then in 1757 published his pseudo Richard of 
Cirencester, which has had so great an influence on 
the study of Roman Britain. The forgery was ex- 
posed by B. B. Woodward in 1866-67, but even then 
Richard’s text was included in Bohn’s Antiquarian 
Library in 1872. The famous map was a basis for 
that in Dr. William Smith’s Classical Atlas, & Bertram 
has left his impish mark in most of the learned works 
on Roman Britain till quite recent years.

While Philip Bliss was editing Wood’s ‘* Athenae 
Oxoniensis,”’ the then Bishop of Hereford (Hunting- 
ford) also fell in love with his deceased wife’s sister,

if he had merely married quietly it would have been 
connived at. 

Bliss cited this curious episode in his life of Blount, 
but then thought it more discreet to cancel his note.
